2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-13 and 16 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Thomas et al, US 5,1 19,819 (hereinafter referred to as 
Dl). 

As to claims 1-13 and 16, Dl teaches an acoustic blood analyzer for analyzing changes in blood glucose, including a probe 10, 
acoustic transducers 12 for transmitting and receiving acoustic energy to and from a blood sample; and a cannula 16. 

Claim 14 meets the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)~(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method for 
measuring specific coagulation cascades steps, activation of plasma factors, or platelet function by analyzing the blood sample with an 
acoustic blood analyzer. 

Claim 15 meets the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method for for 
identifying, diagnosing and monitoring subjects at high risk for blood clots and excessive bleeding comprising analyzing a blood sample 
using an acoustic blood analyzer. 

Claims 1-16 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meeting industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
